ENGLAND AS MISTRESS OF THE SEA 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The Editor of the “Army and Navy Gazette,” of 
Lonuon, au me the nonor tv copy imto us paper of the 
Ist 1ust., a letter written by me 1o the New York “Sun” 
some weeks since, followed by editoria! cou;ment in its 
issues .of the Sth and 15th insts., respectiveiy. 1 cov! 
have wished that he had given the entire letter to his 
readers, for its chief contention was to show that ris- 

ng Japan aspires to English methods, not only on politi- 
cal lines, but in the desire to become a great commercial 
and naval power: that tor such aims anu aspiratuious she 
has the courage, the persistence, the valorous will, the 
sturdy’ self-belief, and steadfastness of purpose to back 
them, that have characterized England in her dealings 
with the rest of the world in these later centuries of her 
national life and grandeur 

Passing by the personal tone of the editor’s remarks 
and their general scope, I will respond briefly to the 
question to be propounded, wherein he asks, “Upon what 
grounds are based the allegation that the growing 
strength of the British Navy is a menace to the rest of 
the world? 

Shortly after the passage of the Naval Defence act by 
Parliament in 1889, providing for the addition of 70 new 
ships to the Royal Navy, a distinguished English journal 
ist and author, who delighted in calling himself a 
“blarsted Britisher,” said at Yokohama, Japan: “When 
our new ships are completed, we will be able to burn, 
ravage and destroy on every and all coasts of the world 
we may like—not that Wwe will want to do so, but that w: 
will have that power. Now comes Adia'ral Colomb, 
tel‘ing us in the “Natiorial Review” for November that 
‘the SGritisn bmpire, being the greatest thing in the 
world, is in a position to bid defiance to the rest of tl 
world.” That distinguished officer has also suggested 
recently in another magazine article—if my memory is 
not at fault—that in the event of war imperilling British 
interests in the Mediterranean and the Orient, the Suez 
(anal should be closed or destroyed, and the old route 
to India around the Cape be resumed. 

No thought is given to the maritime rights and inter- 
ests of the rest of civilized mankind, but all are ey 
pected to eur to the mandates of this “greatest thing 
in the world,” and the .exigencies of its imperial claims 
But how is this gauntlet, this “defiance to the rest oi 
the world,” to be maintained? By the might and means 
of England's .great fleet, of course, for no man in his 
senses. would think the British army could do it. 

New. when France lays down the keels of two new 
battleships, it is safe to say that England regards such 
act as a menace to her sea supremacy, and proceeds, 
forthwith, to lay down the keels of three to meet sneh 
temerity on the part of her Gallic neighbor. The same 
may be said as to England’s naval eye upon Russia, and, 
perhaps, in a lesser degree, as regards Germany. But 
if every attempt on the part of those three great Powers 
to inerease their naval power on the ocean—the great 
highway of all the nations—to anything approaching th: 
strength of the British Navy is a menace to Great Brit 
ain, how much more is it a menace to all the Powers in 
hoth hemispheres that England should aim an insist 
upon a eugene on the high seas that enables her 
“to defy the rest of the world” in arms, or “to burn 
ravage and de oon on every const she may like”! 

The very phrase of “Mistress of the Sea,” which she pro 
claims and hugs to her breast, is an offenee, an_ affront, 
2» menace, to the rest of the nations. It was a phrase, 2 
claim of dire import, to the people of the United States, 
in the earlier days of their independence; nor is the as 
<umption- the veiled threat it conveys—any more pleas 
ing to them now. ee . 

In the face of such facts and enunciativns, is not then 
the growing strength, the colossal increase of the Brit 
ish Navy. a menace to the rest of the world, and is it 
not intended to be? And as such, is it unreasonable or 
unneighborly to say that its power ought to be lessened 
or measurably crushed ? 

Possibly the “Gazette” is right in the suggestion that 
my “opportunities for judging of the comparative effi- 
cienev of the Japanese and British navies have been 
small.” Waiving such question, let me quote from a 
letter received some weeks ago from one of our Nava! 
captains, and an old Asiatic cruiser: 

“T congratulate you upon having written the best let- 
ter I have ever read in favor of the Japanese. With the 
exception of being a little too hard on_the British, I 
agree with you ia everything vou say. While at Hono 
lulu, and since my return, I did not hesitate, and have 
not ceased to say, that, ship for ship, there is sho navy 
in the world superior to that of the Japanese.” 

Many other letters of like import have been sent me, 
and, in closing, let me quote from an address made by 
Mr. W. H. Jaques at the meeting of the American So 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers at New 
York in November lgst. Mr. Jaques, formerly an officer 
in our Navy, and of highest authority on all questions 
pertaining to armor and ordnance, is_ well known in 
Army and Navy cireles of Great Britain. 

“Althongh favored with many confidences by the East 
ern nation which has recently demonstrated its right to 
he considered a power, L do not possess enough data to 
attempt a comparison of the relative value of the dif 
ferent types that were engaged in the Yalu fight, but we 
have enough information to emphasize the worth of 
preparation and organization, to tell that Japan’s organi 
zation is as perfect as that of the German Army, that 
her organization is equalled by her strategy, and that 
her strategy has been eclipsed by her courage. When | 
speak of her courage, I refer not only to her decision to 
declare war against a country of almost inexhaustible 
wealth and aamabeen, with British and German com 
manders and advisors in charge of its military and naval 
bodies, but to the possibility, if not probability, of the 
interference of three of the most powerful Western na- 
tions. When all the conditions of this Eastern war are 
thoughtfully considered, I am sure you will agree with 
me that Japanese accomplishments have been phenom- 
enal. It is with much pride that; as a graduate of =e 
United States Naval Academy, I recall the fact the. 
many of Japan's sue¢essful navi nl commanders were == 
cated at that excellent institution. Already its teach 
ings have developed yaluable object lessons for us. I 
thank you. Mr. President and gentlemen, for this op 
portunity to express my appreciation of that most pros 
pérous and intelligent nation—Japan.”

2. These tests show that the accuracy of this Instrument - 
is sufficient to make it very valuable for the purpose; of 
gunnery, and for many of the purposes of navigation along 
1 coast; and while the Range Finder is not so accurate as 
‘ross-bearings of objects whose positions are exactly known, 
yet, for all cases where only one such object can be seen, It 
is very useful, since occasions often arise when it becomes 
extremely desirab'e to know immediately the distance of the 
shore, or of a landmark, whén cross-bearings cannot be ob- 
tained. 

3. ‘The Range Finder has been used at target practice at 
sea on the following occasions on board this ship, viz.; in the 
forencon of Aug. 17, 1893, with the secondary battery, at 
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distances varying from 1,200 to 1.800 yards; In the afternoon 
of the same day, with the main battery, at distances vary- 
ing from 1,509 to 2,100 yards; in the forenoon of Dec. 4, 1893, 
with the main battery, at distances varying from 2,250 to 
3,000 yards; and in the afternoon of the same day, with the 
secondary battery, at distances varying from 1,500 to 2.2 
yards; the ship was moving in all cases, and there was more 
swell and more motion than are usual at target practice. 

4. On all of these occasions the Range Finder proved itself 
of great value, in fact, the practice would have been very 
unsatisfactory without it. because the state of the wind and 
sea and the depth of water were such that the target drifted 
so much, that its distance would have been altogether un- 
hy ong had it not been for the indications of the Range 

nder. 

5. While my practical experience with the Range Finder 
has brought me to the conviction that it Is an instrument of 
real value to the service, both for gunnery and navigition, I 
beg to state that its usefulness would be much increased if 
the observing stations were placed in more elevated posi- 
tions. At present they are placed on deck. and the lines of 
sight through the telescope are frequently obstructed by 
powder smoke, boats, stanchions and gun shields. In my 
opinion the observing stations should be placed well above 
the deck (in the tops. or on the masts or on elevated plat- 
forms) so as to be above powder smoke and all obstructions.

Sir: 1. I have the honor to report that the Fiske Range 
Finder and Range Indicators, which were received on board 
this ship Aug. 10, 1593, have, during the Intervening year, 
fulfilled satisfactorily the purposes tor which they were in- 
tended. 

2. In January last, when at Pernambuco, Brazil, I sent to 
the Department a tabulated record of the errors of the 
Range Finder, as determined in the various ports where the 
true distances could be gotten from the charts. The aver- 
age error of all the observations was about 6-10 of 1 per cent. 
per 1,0.0 yards. Since that time, I have always made use of 
the Kange Finder at target practice, and in going into and 
out of port and in coasting. 

3. The Ranger Finder is thoroughly adapted to ship use, 
as is shown by the fact that its whole care and service are 
in the hands of three apprentice boys. These boys keep it 
in order, and go to it, as their station, at general quarters, 
etting under way and anchoring, and whenever the word 
is passed, “Man the Range Finder.” 

4. The Range Indicators keep in order with almost no care 
whatever. There is a transmitter in the conning tower, 
one reading instrument in the starboard gangway, another 
reading instrument on the poop. The quiet and orderliness 
of target practice would be much increased if two reading 
instruments were added—one for the port gangway and one 
for the forecastle.

An oft-repeated objection to the range finder is its 
vulnerability and the consequent Ii:kelihood of its being 
pnt hors de combat in action. To answer this very sensib.e 
criticism, the stadimeter was invented for. use in case the 
range finder is disabled in action. In fact, the stadimeter 
is au adjunct to the range-finder, and is designed to be 
used in concert with it, in such a way as.to combine the 
portability and convenience of a one-observer instrument 
with the accuracy of a two-observer instrument. As will 
be seen from the drawing, it is a modification of a sextant. 
It weighs 3% Ibs., and is of the same size as the ordinary 
sextant used in ships. 

The stadimeter can be used to measure distance of ob- 
jests whose he‘ght is known, or the height of objects whose 
distance is known, the micrometer head M being graduated 
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in yards of distance, and the index bar B being graduated 
in feet of height. 





Clearly, from the diagram 
AT =AB sine ABT; or 
AB = AT +sine ABT. 

So that, in either case, the measurement involves the 
measuring of sine ABT. 

To accomp‘ish this with the stadimeter, bring the re- 
flected ray from the top of the object into coincidence with 
the direct ray from its bottom, by moving the index bar 
which carries the index glass I on its pivot, in the same 
manner as in using the sextant. To move this index bar, 
rotate the micrometer head M, The sine of the angle 
threugh which the index glass has been moved is clearly 
the amount by which the micrometer screw has moved 
longitudinally, divided by the distance from the pivot of 
the index bar B, to the point on its edge where the force 
of the micrometer screw is apptied. The german silver 
spring G presses the index bar against the end of the 
micrometer screw and prevents lost motion. 

By the theory of the sextant, the angle between the re-

As the length of movement of the micrometer screw 
longitudinally can be determined by the amount of angular 
movement of the micrometer head, it is pla'n that, if 
we know the p'tch of the m'crometer screw, the microme- 
ter head can be graduated in unite of distance and the 
index bar in units of height, or vice versa. In the stadi- 
meter this ‘s done, and furthermore the point of appli- 
eation of the micrometer screw on the index bat ein be 
varied at wil. This is accomplished by mounting the 
micrometer ecrew on a block or nut, which rides on the 
long screw S, so that by turning S the block or nut Is 
moved in either direction. To use the stadimeter to 
measure the distance of an object whose height is known, 
set the micrometer screw opposite that graduation on the 
index bar, which indicates its height in feet, and bring 
inco coincidence the reflected image from the top of the 
object and the direct ray from its bottom. The distance 
of the object in yards will then be fonnd opposite the 
pointer on the micrometer head. To measure the height of 
an ohiect whose distance is known, assume the height to 
be 100 ft.. and set the micrometer screw at the 
mark on the index bar. Proceed as before, and read off 
corresponding distare (which may be called D) upon the 
micrometer head.

THE IMPROVED RANGE FINDER. 
When employed in éonnection with the range-findér in 


a naval battle, the distance of the enemy with the range 


finder is taken very carefully before the action has be- 
come hot, bringing her as vearly abeam as convenient, 
and when distant, say, 2,500 or 3,000 yards. The —_ 
head height is found simultanously with the s:adimeter, 
and the stadimeter set at this height and kept ready for 
use, If afterwards the range-finder becomes disabled, dr 
if it cannot be used for any reason, proceed with the 
stadimeter.

GDPNERAL McCOOK IN WASHINGTON. 


Maj.-Gen. Alex. McD. McCook, commanding the De- 
pariment of Colorado, was in Washington during the pasi 
week and enjoyed a hearty reception from all who came 
in contact with him. While in the Capicol C.ty he was 
the guest of Lieut.-Col. Henry C. Corbin, Assistant Ad- 
jutani-General on duty at the War Department. As Major- 
General McCook himself expressed it, he had “not had a 
moment in which even to smoke a cigar since my atrival 
in Washington.” His time was fully occupied calling 
upon the different officials of the Government and visiting 
the points of interest in and about Washington. He 
presented his respects to the Chief Executive and thanked 
him for the appointment to the Major-Geuera:cy he had 
reccived some weeks ago. And speaking of his appoint- 
ment, it may be said that the President could hardly have 
performed a more popular action. From ail parts of the 
country, Major-General McCook has received congratu:a- 
tory letters and telegrams, and his Wash ngton friends 
took advantage of h.s presence in their c.ty to express 
their gratification at his selection for this important com- 
mxnd. Major-General McCook came to New York on Fri- 
day. It is his intention to remain in this city a few days 
befvure returning to his department headquarters at Denver. 

Miujor-Geteral McCook visited the Washington Navy 
Yard on Wednesday last, and his appearance there was 
the signal for the regulation Major-General’s saiute. He 
was accompanied by Lieutenant-Colonel Corbin, Major 
Davis, Miktary Aide to Secretary Lamont, and Ist Licut. 
C. B. Baker, his Aide-de-Camp, and they were saow8 
abeut the yard by Lieutenant McCrea, U. 8. N., who had 
been especially detailed for this purpose. 

General McCook has estabiished in his department dis- 
tricts of observations and the commanding officers in these 
districts are instructed to keep coustant.y patroLiag tein. 
If any event of .moment occurs a report 4s at once tele 
graphed to the Major-General, and he is then in a pos.tiou 
to issue directions which in all cases in the past have 
proven efficacious. “I do not anticipate further trouole 
with Indians,” said Major-General McCook to a Journal 
representat.ve, “but, of course, we are prepared for any 
outbreaks should they occur. As my deparvment is now 
patrolled any trouble with the red men w.ll be reported to 
headquarters the instant it takes place, and we can then 
take steps to quell it.” 

“What do you think of the idea of creating a depart- 
ment of the South?’ General McCook was asked. 

“I have read a great deal on that subject,” he replied. 
“To my mind the department of the Co.umbia and Cali- 
forn:a couid be conso.idated and placed under offe depart 
ment commander. The number of troops now in each de- 
partment is very small, and noth'ng would ‘be lost by such 
consolidation, A much better plan would be to increase 
the size of the department of Texas, by taking in the 
southern portion of the department of the East, and plac 
ing the department headquarters at New Orleans. New 
Orleans wouid be located exactly in the center of such a 
department, and the department commander would be in 
touch with all the posts under his command.” 

“What do you think of the Secretary’s reorganization 
bill. Genera: ?”’ 

“I think it an excellent measure, and its enactment 
woud benefit the Army immensely. You gentlemen here 
are, of course, better qualified to speak of the chances of 
the measure becoming a law. The Army seeds an in- 
crease in its enlisted foree, and should, by ail means, adop! 
the three-battalion formation idea. kive thousand men is 
a small increase, but yet it would be very acceptable, anJ 
I should be glad if Congress were to permit of its enlist- 
ment. My v.ews of the Secretary’s bi!l have not officially 
been asked, but if they were 1 should heartily indorse it.” 


SANTE FE, NEW MEXICO. 


_ the Silver City “Eagle” of Dee. 26 reports General 
Phornton, of New Mexico, as saying, of a‘ recent visit 
to Washington: “I saw Secretary Lamont, had a long 
talk with him, and he expressed himself as entirely fav 
orable to the restoration of troops at the Santa Fe 
post He said it was a subject upon which he would 
defer largely to General MeCook’s judgment, however, 
and suggested that I go to Denver and lay the fact be- 
fore him. On my way to Denver, I met General McCook 
on his way East, accompanied him as far south as 
Pueblo, and he promised me that he would use all his in 
fluence to have a transfer made. He said that he had 
two companies available, and that with the approval of 
the Washington authorities he would transfer Colonel 
Bliss with the regiment band and two companies from 
Fort Bayard to Fort Marey. While, therefore, no order 
has been issued, I am assured at every point that our 
request is favorably considered. I believe that when 
General MeCook reaches Washington next week the 
formal order will be issued sending us two companies. 
At any rate, I feel confident that such an order will 
come within the next ninety days.” 


\ PROTEST FROM THE INFANTRY 
The Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Disguise the fact as you may, Mr. Hawley’s bill for 
the reorganization of the Army is a bill for the personal 
advancement of a few officers, to the detriment and sac 
rifice of the service in general and Infantry Lieutenants 
in particular. Why should promotion to the grade of 
Captain of Infantry be thrown open to Cavalry and 
Artillery Lieutenants? The Artillery is the arm that 
would derive all the advantage from such a_ course. 

‘hy does not Major Davis, of the 11th Inf., be con- 
sistent and advocate that vacancies in the grades of 
Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, and Major, in any of the 
three arms, shall be filled by promotion, according to 
seniority in relative rank from the next lowest grade of 
all three arms? 

Major Davis states, in reference -+to Lieutenants: “The 
objection of brief tenure and corresponding lack of in 
terest in their regiments would be overcome,” ete., ete. 
It is indeed to be hoped that we have none of that nar- 
row-minded, duty-shirking kind in the Army. Let us 
hope that the Lieutenants, as well as the Captains, do 
their whole duty at all times and under all ciremustances, 
whether in the Ist or 25th foot. or in the 4th or Oth 
horse. The scheme of promoting Artillery Lieutenants 
to Infantry Captains most certainly is not in keeping with 
Major Davis’ line of talk about “lack of interest in their 
regiments,” when Lieutenants are transferred from one 
regiment to another in the same arm. Just think of. the 
Artillery Captain of Infantry! If Major Davis’ theory 
about Lieutenants’ lack of interest were right, I should 
suy that in the Artillery Captain of Infantry we would 
have an entire absence of interest in his own arm. 

To come down to solid facets, we have officers enough 
for. twice our present number of enlisted men. Reor- 
vonize the Army. if you will, by increasing the number 
of enlisted men, but in justice to all let the officers of 
the different arms remain where they now fre

Some interesting experiments with gunpowder are 
being conducted at the Indian Head Proving Grounds 
for the purpose of ascertaining its effect on woodwork. 
The results will be compared with those obtained from 
high explosives. It is the opinion of high ordnance officers 
that gunpowder is well suited for this, since the danger 
attendant upon the firing of a charge of high explosive 
with fulminate of mercury is fully appreciated by ord- 
nance officers, and they are anxious to find an explosive 
in which the element of safety predominates. Gun- 
powder, they believe, will do the work required of a high 
explosive in setting fire to woodwork, and it may be that 
high explosives in the future will only be used for tor- 
pedoes. 


Commander Converse, of the torpedo station at Newport, 
has received orders to prepare a torpedo outfit for the 
Olympia, consisting of 12 Whitehead torpedoes and acces- 
sories, to be shipped by freight when comp‘eted. ‘his 
outfit is by far the largest ever ordered to a vessel of our 
Navy. the next lergest beine that of cight, to he placed on 
board the San Francisco. The warheads of the torpedors 
will be filled on the Pacific coast, the full instructions and 
methods of filing them having been forwarded from the 
Torpedo Station. It will be recalled that a large shipmest 
of gunecotton was forwarded to the Mare Isiand Navy 
Yard during the Chilian trouble, and this will be used for 
filling the warheads. 


The awarding of an armor contract by the Russian 
Gea@ernment to the Bethlehem Iron Works marks the 
dx»n of a brighter future for the armor-making plants of 
the United States. We have felt all along that the re- 
markable quatity of the armor-plate manufactured in this 
country would result in the award'ng of contracts here 
rather than to European firms, and the action of the Rus- 
sian Government shows that this sentiment was well 
founded, A comparison of the product of the armor-mak- 
ing firys of the United States and that manufac ured 
abroad gives an idea of the superiority of our armor-plate. 
The Bethiehem company, and the country as well, are to 
be congratulated, the former for carrying off a prize, much 
sought after by foreign competitors, and the latter for 
being the home of a firm which has gained such an en 
viab'e reputation in the armor industry. 


London “Engineering” has a very able article on the 
Canet gquick-firing artillery, as manufeectured by the 
Armstrongs. The article is illustrated with cuts of the 
brake cylinder, breach mechanism and firing system of 
these guns. Quoting from a paper by M. du Vignaux, a 
colleague of M. Canet, which was recently reed hefore 
the French Society of Civil Engineers, the “Engineer” 
says: “As the destructive power of projectiles increised 
ranidly and to an extraordinary degree, it became neces 
sary to provide a means of destroying, at the commenes- 
ment of an action and from a distance, the heary guns of 
the enemy, which can be fired but slowly, although enacn 
round from which may canse indescribable damage. (This 
statement has recent!y been flustrated by the sinkive of 
the Ping Yuen with one 1.000-lb. shell fired from a Canet 
gun.) The increased destructiveness of heavy ordnance 
has been greatly augmented by the introduction of smoke- 
less powders. These have, indeed, largely modified the 
conditions of naval tactics, and in the future no vessel 
nee be hampered by the presence of smoke, so that fir- 
ing may be carried on as cont'nuously as the condition of 
the armament will allow. It may be safely assumed that 
the men train‘ng the guns will rarely lose s'ght of the 
target, and firing, being more rapid and better directed, 
wil, M8 a necessary consequence, become more deadly. Lt 
ix the practical anplication of smokeless powder, therefore, 
that has brought into prom‘nence the system of rapid- 
firing, not only for guns of small calibre, but for those of 
relatively large size, and which in future will not form 
a secondary armament, but will constitute one of its most 
important features, even on board of the heaviest iron- 
clads. Moreover, in view of the ever-increasing speeds 
attained by torpedo-boats, it becomes necessary that the 
smaller natures of quick-firing guns, such as those of 47 
and O7 millimetres (1.85 in, and 2.24 in.), should be made 
Inere powerfrl, and with flatter trajectories than the 
ealibers actually in use.” 





REORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Che bill for the reorganization of the Army recently 
sent to the Military Committees of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate is a very unjust proposition 
discriminating against the interests of both the Infantry 
and Cavalry for the benefit of the Artillery. The meas- 
ure is so drawn that the promotion of all Cavalry Cap- 
tains will be seriously retarded, and officers of that arm 
receive little or no benefit as a compensation. The most 
inequitable part of the bill, however, is the proposition 
to fill all (165) vacancies created in the grade of captain 
by promotion from the relative list of lst Lieutenants. 

The change of rank of the regimental staff from 1st 
Lieutenant to Captain is alike through all three arms, 
creating in the infantry fifty (50) staff Captains, in the 
Cavalry twenty (20) staff Captains, and in the Artillety 
ten (10) staff Captains; these promotions in all fairness 
and justice belong to the several arms in the ratio 
named. The addition to each Artillery regiment of two 
(2) foot batteries, and to each Infantry regiment of one 
(1) Major and two (2) companies, causes eighty-five (85) 
original vacanies in grade of Captain; and these ap- 
pointments should be made not from the relative list of 
Ist Lieutenants, but from the lineal lists in each arm 
upon a basis established by the proportion of the number 
of regiments in each branch of the service to the whole 
number of regiments of the line. So that the Artillery 
should receive five-fortieths (5-40), the Cavalry ten-for- 
tieths (10-40), and the Infantry twenty-five-fortieths 
(25-40) of the original vacancies; or, in other words. the 
Artillery ten (10), the Cavalry twenty-one (21), and the 
Infantry fifty-four (54). 

$y this arrangement the Artillery would receive all 
the premotions that arm is entitled to. and the Cavalry 
would be repaid for their loss of ten Majors: by twenty- 
one Ist Lieutenants of Cavalry securing captaincies in 
the Infantry.

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WHY WE SHOULD INCREASE THE AKkMY. 

The “North American Review” has devoted consid- 
erable attention of late to Naval and Military sub- 
jects. Its naval articles we have already noticed. In 
the last two numbers of the “Review” appeared two 
excellent articles on Army subjects (not including one 
on the “Salvation Army”), one in the December num- 
ber by Adjutant-General Ruggles, on “The Proposed 
Increase of the Army,” and one in the January nun- 
ber by Lieut.-Col. William Ludlow, Military Attache 
to the United States Embassy at London, on “The 
Military Systems of Europe and America.” General 
Ruggles’ article is unanswerable, except by the two 
favorite Congressional methods of prejudice and it- 
action. He traces the history of our Army since the 
War. and shows how inadejuate to present neces- 
sities is our establishment of 25,000 men. which in 
effect allows but 20,000 men for the fighting line. To 
properly man our modern seacoast defences for a 
reisonably efficient defence in time of war, would re- 
quire 42,500 artillerymen, and as many mor2 woul 
be needed for the smooth-bore and riflel guns of the 
old armament; making a total of 85,000 men. For- 
eign nations, as a rule, maintain a peace-footing of 
not less than one-fifth of the war strength of its 
fortress artillery. But while this proportion may not 
be expected from our people, it is not too much to 
ask, in consideration of the long and careful training 
that these men require, that one-fourth of this one- 
fifth, or one-twentieth of the war strength be main- 
tained in time of peace. This would furnish a mini- 
mum peace footing of 4,250 heavy artillery troops, or 
seven reg:ments of 600 artillery, plus 50 mechanical 
and electrical engineers. These 4.259 men will afford 
meagre garrisons for ex'sting works at only the more 
important of our seaports, and will be simply suffi- 
cient for the ordinary care of their costly armaments. 
They will furnish a mere leaven of gunners for the 
total force required in war. That, from motives of 
economy alone, there should be this reasonable num- 
ber of peace-trained gunners is evident from the fact 
that a single round of maximum cost, wasted, is 
equivalent to the pay of one soldier for five years, 
and that a single round of minimum cost wasted, is 
equivalent to the pay of a soldier for about nine 
months. Like necessity exists for the instruction of 
the light artillery, the cavalry and the infantry man. 
To the strength of the sever regiments proposed 
should be added for light artillery service 900 men. 
General Ruggles further shows how pressing and im- 
mediate is the necessity for artillery defence. “Inde- 
pendently of the disgrace which would come to us as 
anation by the successful bombardment by an enemy 
of any one of our seacoast cities, the cost in money 
and the disaster which would thus be effected in a 
few days would far exceed the expense of proper de- 
fence for years.” 

We should increase our cavalry to 12 regiments, or 
8.820 men, and our 25 regiments of infantry to three 
battalions with 80 men to a company, or 24,625 in- 
fantry in all. This would give a grand total In round 
numbers of 49,000 men. From this total it is proposed 
to deduct 9,500 men fcr skeletonized companies, mak- 
ing a minimum of 30,460, or 5,500 in excess of the 
present force. An inconsiderable increase of officers 
would be required, so that the increased expense 
would not be great, enlisted men costing $272 per 
year for each man, a total of but littie more than 4 
million and a half of dollars. Surely, even an eco- 
bomical Congress might grant this much. 

Colonel Ludlow’s article comes in very well to 


supplement this argument,showing,as he does,how In- 
{significant is the burden the military establishment 


proposed by General Ruggles would impose upon our 
people, judged by European stapdards of military ef- 





ficiency. The following interesting comparison is 
given:

Colonel Ludlow says: “Military training, physical 
and moral, is valuable per se, and it would be well if 
every citizen could be taught to bear arms and use 
them scientifically.” But he adds, “Time and the un- 
intermitted habit of years are necessary for the man 
to absorb that single idea of devotion to duty and to 
duty alone—to the disregard and sacrifice, if need be, 
of every other consideration—that constitutes the fun- 
damental characteristics of the soldier, and differen- 
tiates him from the armed citizen.” The conclusion 
of the whole matter as presented in Colonel Ludlow’s 
able and interesting paper Is this: “To be worthy of 
respect a government should be able to command It, 
and, since preservation of order is the object to be 
attained, there is needed so much of an organized 
force at the disposal of the government as should be 
able not only to restore peace,but to forbid its breach; 
and a nation that would relegate the maintenance of 
order to casual and insufficient means puts itself in 
the attitude of a city that, dispensing with a trained 
police, should intrust its security to ifs citizens alone, 
and presently would find itself at the merey of the 
criminal and violent classes. In a well-ordered com- 
munity it does not suffice that after an emeute last- 
ing for weeks—with direct losses of millions from acts 
of violence and rapine, and incidental losses of mil- 
ons more from suspension of wage-earning, inter- 
ruption of traffic, and interference with commerce, 
threatening starvation to whole communities and en- 
tailing destitution and misery upon thousands—the 
national police should finally appear,and, taking stand 
on the ruins, amid the smoking desolation, command 
the disappearance of the rioters. It would be better 
if the ultimate hand of the law were raised at the first 
open act of defiance, and steadily and silently upheld 
in the face of impending riot, until the moral effect 
should have repressed the rising wave of violence, 
and given time for cooler counsels to prevail. 

If the law in any of its practical effects shall in- 
volve injustice to or unnecessary hardship on any, let 
it be changed as shall seem best. The one principle 
that may not be changed is respect for and obedience 
to law so long as it is law. This principle is the 
deepest teaching of the military life, and can best be 
preserved and expanded by the retention of an ade- 
quite military nucleus as a permanent and wisely- 
regulated feature of the national life.” 
REGIMENTAL BANDS. 

“How can we improve our regimental bands?” is 
a question which has often been discussed in the 
columns of the Journal—without, alas, practical re- 
sult—and we have been led to recur to it by the re- 
ceipt of a communication from a veteran bandsman, 
in active service, who pictures a state of affairs not 
common to all the bands, we trust, and which 
seems to call for drastic measures. Speaking of the 
interior economy of one band, he asks: “Do the five 
or nine musicians that generally comprise the string 
band or orchestra of a regimental band, receive jus- 
tice when compelled to play nrusic once or twice a 
weck for officers’ hops, officers’ children’s dances, and 
occasionally for soldiers’ dances without receiving 
a cent extra compensation ? It would be manifestly 
unjust to compel five or nine men of a company to 
perform all the extra guards and fatigues without 
receiving credit therefor, and does not the principle 
extend to the bandsmen also? In a company every 
duty man takes his turn, but in a band this is ln- 
unless all its members are equally com- 
petent. But as it is a part of the band it Is con- 
tinually ordered out for extra work, while the other 
part slumbers in its barrack room, content with the 
thoughts that mediocrity here is of equal value with 
excellence. If there were classification in regimental 
bands, with pay according to talent, the standard 
would be raised and contentment engendered, a con-

dition certainly lacking at the present time.” In 
homely language our correspondent comments on 


the facts that under present conditions the best musi- 
cians get the worst of the bargain with Uncle Sam, 
and if the truth were told before enlistment, our 
avuncular relative would have much difficulty in 
securing even the poorest of players. The injustice 
of requiring so much of certain members of the band 
well up in string music has, states this writer, partly 
been the cause of four desertions within the past year. 
What can be done to remedy this condition of things 
seems to us a question worthy of consideration by the 


-goverving military authorities. A regiment without

music to cheer and encourage the martial spirit would 
be a singular anomaly, and in our opinion regimental 
bands are as necessary to efficient organization as are 
men and muskets. We therefore present their case 
with a view to remedial action. rT 


One of the most striking features of the New Year's 
reception at the Wh:te House was the brilliant show- 
ing made by the officers of the Army and Navy. 
They were all in dress uniform, side arms included, 
and while their gay apparel was not as varied in 
hue as that of the diplomats present, it presented a 
contrast to the sombre habiliments of the civilians 
which was of a most pleasing character. Nearly 
every officer in the city attended, including the artil- 
lery officers at the Washington Barracks, the ecav- 
alry officers at Fort Myer and many other officers of 
each service stationed at New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Norfolk and Fort Monroe. The officers 
on duty at the Navy Yard and at the Marine Corps 
were out in force. With but few exceptions, the 
few officers on duty in this vicinity who were missed 
from the throng were kept away by sickness. The 
Army held the right of the line and formed by far 
the majority of this section of the callers. One of the 
main reasons why the military feature of the recep- 
tion was remarkable on Tuesday was the fact that 
many of the distinguished officers‘of the service had 
come especially to Washington to shake hands with 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland. Another reason 
Was because many of the officers pow holding high 
rank will be transferred to the retired list during the 
present year and the reception at the Executive 
Mansion on New Year's day was the last which they 
will ever officially attend. Among these was General 
McCook, who visited Washington for the first time 
since his promotion to the rank of Major-General. 


Military affairs have been at a standstill all week 
ut the capital. Neither committee has had a meet- 
ing. and Chairman Outhwaite, of the House Comunit- 
tee, has been at his home in Ohio for the holidays so 
that he has not done anything in regard to the re- 
organization bills and the other measures that afe. 
pending before the committee. One of the first bills 
that will be reported to the House from this com- 
mittee is the 30-year retirement bill for enlisted men. 
The committee has already ordered a favorable re- 
port on this bill, but Mr. Outhwaite has delayed writ- 
ing the report in order to rece've the views of the 
War Department upon the mea¥ure. Mr. Outhwaite 
believes that the bill will pass the House without 
much opposition, and that it will also pass the Senate, 
as the Senate Committee is understeod to be in favor 
of the measure and ready to report the House bill as 
soon as they roceive it. 


A correspondent of the “Pall Mall Gazette’ brings 
out the fact that the Japanese are using so-called 
meenite shells, and a great deal of the damage done 
to the Chinese fleet was due to this. Although the 
composition may not be actually the same as melan- 
ite, it is sure some high explosive of this character 
was used. “If this,” says a writer in the “Unitell 
Service,” “has been so quiet!'y managed at sea, why 
may not the same thing have taken place on land? 
May not the extraordinary ease with which the Jap- 
anese seem to have swept away the Chinese in- 
trenchments have been due to the action of high ex- 
plosives? It is a big question. Whoever has corre- 
spondents in the East would do their country a good 
turn by finding out all they can about it.” 

Admiral Meade’s plan for a race with the trans- 
atlantic fliers has been heartily received in England. 
Although much surprise has been expressed in that 
country at the speed results we have attained with the 
Columbia and the Minneapolis, many critics do not 
believe that the Columbia and Minneapolis could 
overtake the British high-speed Atlantic liners, not- 
withstanding that, as commerce-destroyers, they were 
ostensibly built to beat them. 


Lord Ralph Kerr, in a recent report, condemns the 
system by which the infantry soldier is called upep 
to carry his kit on all occasions. He is of the opin- 
jon that it is a waste of pcwer to turn the soldier into 
a beast of burden when two general service wagons 
could carry all the valises for each battalion, and 
leave the men to take into action only the articles 
they would actually require. 


The Carnegie Company bas been asked by the 
Swedish Government to make a bid upon the armor 
for a new battleship which it purposes building. 
That government, following the example of the Rus- 
sians, is satisfied that American armor Is the best 
in the world, and its action in asking bids from 
American firms shows that it fully appreciates this 
fact.

‘arious Naval Items. 


During the year the English Navy has been aug- 
mented bv 27 vessels of various types, with a total ton- 
nage of 31,525. 

The Brazilian Government has ordered the waterway 
leading into Santos Harbor to be deepened, and also 
the anchorage ground, The sand banks are to be re- 
moved. 

H. M. 8S. torpedo-destroyer Ardent attained a speed of 
rather less than her length short of 28 knots in her recent 





trials. She is said to be an excellent boat in a seaway, 
and the trials took‘ place under unfavorable conditions. 


The French Navy estimates for next year call for an 
outlay’ of over $17,000,00U0—an ironclad, two first-class, 
one second-class, and. two third-class cruisers, twelve 
torpedo boats, and a despatch boat. The French Min- 
ister of Marine has ordered twenty Maxim guns for the 
naval service. 

On Monday, Dee. 31, the gunboat Castine was pre- 
sented with a silver fruit dish by the town of Castine, 
Me. The presentation was made in the town hall, which 
was filled to overflowing. Commander Perry responded 
to the protensption speech. The officers attended a din- 
ner and a ball afterwards. 

Mr. J. S. White, of Cowes, recently launched one of 
the three torpedo-boat destroyers which he is building for 
the British Government. She was named the Conflict. 
The length of the vessel is 205 ft. 6 ins., and beam 20 
ft., while she has a depth of 11 ft. 6 ins. She has two 
torpedo tubes and six quick-firing guns, five 6-pounders, and 
one 12-pounder, and will be fitted with accommodations for 
50 men all told. She is to run at the rate of 27 knots 
on trial—speed equal to 32 statute miles. Her coal 
bunker capacity will enable her to travel continuously at 
economic speed for 33 days. The turnabout system, 
which will enable her to manoeuvre quickly, and her 
coil water-tube boilers, are the patents of Mr. White, 
the builder of the vessel. 

The “Engineer” of Dec. 14 contains an _ illustrated 
article headed “The Chilian cruiser Blanca Encalada,” 
which gives an account of the growth of the protected 
cruiser. It also publishes a table of the Eliswick 
cruisers. The article contains an illustration of the 
Blanea Encalada in dock, one of the upper deck aft. 
with 8-inch gun, and several interior views. The vessel 
is sheathed with copper. <A great feature of the cruiser 
is a powerful ram, projecting eight feet beyond the inter- 
section of the stem and the water line, and nine feet be- 
low the surface. It is made of a strong casting of phos- 
phor bronze, as are also the stern post casting and the 
struts for supporting the ends of the twin propeller 
shafts. The rudder is of the balance form adopted in 
our Olympia. (The balanced rudder was first used by 
John Ericsson in,the monitors thirty-three years ago, and 
afterwards applied, on the strength of Ericsson’s success 
with it, to {. S. Bellerophon by Mr. Coles.). An 
account of the trials of the Blanca Encalada has been 
given in the Journal. 

Secretary Herbert has at last decided upon the ves- 
sels for the North Atlantic Squadron. These are the 
New York, Columbia, Cincinnati, Raleigh, Montgomery, 
and Atlanta. It was his intention to assign the Cin- 
cinnati to the European Station, but afterwards decided 
that it would be well to allow Rear-Admiral Meade to 
eonduct squadron evolutions with his fleet, and there- 
fore decided to augment it to a sufficient size for this 
purpose. The New York, Cincinnati, and Raleigh will 
sail south in a few days, the two former stopping at 
Hampton Roads to obtain coal and to meet the Raleigh. 
The Atlanta is already on her way to the West Indies 
to relieve the Columbia, which will come to Norfolk and 
have her bottom scraped and cleaned. She will then go 
back to the West Indies, probably without waiting to 
have the alterations made in her quarters necessary to 
fit her up as a flagship. The Minneapolis would also be 
sent to the West Indies if her crew were sufficient to 
work the vessel, but it is too small, and she will be sent 
to Norfolk to be fitted up as a flagship. 

The London “Army and Navy Gazette” has been car- 
rying on in its columns a discussion on the subject of 
the ecvaling of ships. It says: “Hitherto men-of-war 
have been very badly fitted for coaling, almost as if the 
constructor had said: ‘Oh, here’s a place not required 
for anything else, let’s stick in a coal-shoot.’” And even 
then the coal shoots are often too small and of inferior 
and faulty construction. Our Navy is not the only one 
which suffers in this respect, as the following story, will 
show: A few years ago a party of American Naval 
officers were visiting a British ship, and the conver- 
sation turned upon the various vessels then present, and 
their different capabilities, etc. Some one remarked that 
the American flagship possessed great coal stowage ca- 
pacity, according to the printed description, and asked 
her Heet engineer if such were the case. He replied: 
‘Yes, sir, her cubic space for coal stowage is very great, 
very great indeed; but there is somewhat of an obstacle, 
or, so to say, a hitch as regards the practical utility of 
the stowage space in question. The bunker space is 
undoubtedly great, but, for some reason, probably gvod, 
the constructors have made a kind of “hanging tunnel 
through the bunker, and it is necessary to send a couple 
of firemen or coal trimmers behind this tunnel during 
coaling, to trim the coal so as to fill the bunker, and 
when they have done so there is no means of extricating 
these men, so that it is a question of sacrificing the 
large extra bunker accommodation or the firemen, and 
hitherto the firemen’s interests have carried the day.

The new Revenue cutter Guthrie, Baltimore, is nearing 
completion and will be ready to go into commission within 
a month or soe. 

We trust that the measure for promoting the etliciency of 
the Revenue Cutter Service will receive the careful at- 
tention of Congress. It seems to be free from the defects of 
previous measures. It simply provides that where officers 
are put permanently on the waiting orders list for incapa 
city, after the examination of a board, their vacancies sluil 
be filled on the active list. Even if this provision should 
lead to the custom of creating waiting orders lists througi- 
out the civil service, in the hope of similar enactments. 
it need not be supposed that Congress would extend the 
principle beyond the revenue marine. The fact is that th 
latter is essentially a military service. The officers receiv 
a regular education for it, just as naval officers do at All- 
napolis, and some of them are graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy. They devote themselves to their careers as to a life 
service, like Army and Navy officers, and are not affected 
by the coming in and going out of political parties. Both 
officers and men are uniformed and armed like those «n 
naval vessels, and the cutters are also armed. There are 
regular drills and a strict system of discipline, and unlike 
most employes in the civil service, the officers are on duty 
day and night. The military character of the organization 
is further shown by the fact that it has taken a part in our 
wars, baving a creditable record of usefulness. In a formet 
Congress, by an overwhelming majority, the House passed 
a bill for transferring the revenue marine to the Navy. with 
a provision for its use by the Treasury Department as now 
There was some additional argument in favor of that trans- 
fer, but the most potent seemed to be that of the justice oi 
siving to this body various privileges now enjoyed by the 
Navy. In the Senate, successful opposition was made -to- the 
pins on -the ‘ground: that transfér was not the right way to 
zo to- work. In the present measure. which was discussed 
somewhat in the House before the recess, this ‘objection is

The prisoners are now at Fort Wingate awaiting the action 
of the Interior Department. In the mean time the trouble at 
Oraibe has been effectively disposed of, and another in- 
stance has been afforded of the high efficienoy and great 
value of our frontier posts. :

Inspector Gene-al’s Report, Now York. 


In his report as Inspector-General of New York of Inspec- 
tious made between March and November, 1894, which cuv- 
ered all the organizations of the State, General McGrath, 
among other things, suys: *Wh.t we want now is the full 
strength of the moral support of the citizens of the State, 
and in this I am glad to say that the sentiment is dtiy 
growing in our favor."’ He says further that the organiza- 
tions that look to quality of recruits rather than quantity 
are the best. He deprecates the interference of politicians, 
and says: “Any suggestion, any obstacle, any threat which 
the politician offers in relation to the military guidance 
of the National Guard is an act of officiousness which should 
not for a moment be tolerated.” 

It is recommended that the terms of enlistment be so al- 
tered that when an enlisted man’s term expires he shall be 
given his discharge. and if he desires to remain, he must 
re-enlist for one or more yeirs. It is also recommended 
that the enlistment of musicians in companies be abolished, 
and that regimental and battalion commanders be given 
authority to enlist a corp of musicians instead; the corps to 
be under the supervision of the Drum Major. It is pro- 

sed th t the single-breasted cout, as now worn by the 12th 

egiment, be adopted by other organizations, and any who 
liave not secured the white trimming are urged to do sv. 
The Guard is said to be completely supplied with the best 
of modern supplies, with the exception of the new Army 
rifle and the belt equipment. Members of the Guard, it is 
said, when shvoting for the State badge, should be left 
more to thelr own resources, so as to become more ac- 
eustomed to the requirements they would be likely to meet 
in active service. Some of the inspections were mide by the 

Assistant Inspector-General, W. G. Harding, and his report 
is embodied with that of General McGrath. Colonel Hard- 
ing Is of the opinion that the annual muster of regiments 
and battalions ought to be separated from the annual in- 
spection in such minner that while the muster shall always 

» a8 at present, by regiment and battalion, not more 
than two large or three smill companies shall be paradea 
for the inspection of the same officer on any one evening. 
The practice of parading recruits in the ranks, it is sala, 
is followed by many commands. The field musicians, with 
few exceptions .are found to be untidy. In many separate 
companies »nd some regiments it was found that the “load- 
ings and firings’ were jnsufliciently taught, instruction in 
the manual of inspection is much neglected, ‘insufficient at- 
tention is pald to matters of dress and personal appearance 
in too many organizations, and there is a want of smart- 
ness in putting on and adjusting and wearing the military 
outfit. Too many ill-fitting coats and wrinkled trousers, un- 
polished brasses and dirty shoes, are still to be seen in the 
ranks. These comments apply to a relatively small num. 
ber of men, who are. nevertheless, unaccountably permitted 
by their officers to mar the general standing of nearly al! 
the organizations," 

It is recommended that in the conduct of rifle practice 
among the separate companies, when not under the super- 
vision of the Dept. of Rifle Practice. that some officer from 
another company be detailed. It 1s recommended that a 
more liberal allowance be made to Troop A for horse hire, 
and that no other troop be admitted unless the C. 0. is 
known to be an educated cavilry officer, and one who has 
the time and disposition for the work. 

Speaking of Capt. FE. F. Hardin, U. 
the Guard, General McGrath siys he is a combination of 
the experienced, precise. tactical officer and the gentleman, 
and his work has been cheerfully and faithfully performed.
